NOTE ON PSEPHENUS LECONTEI Lee.

'This beellf, which has been reported from Nia.^ara Falls and 
other rticky ('atarat ts, lives also in more placid situations and much 
nearer to us here in New York. 1 found it abundant on July 1st, 
1893, at hadio or Macopin f^ake near Newfoundland, a station on 
the N. \T, Sustiuehanna X W. R. R. in Siisse.x C(^., N. J. T'his lake 
is an oval sheet of water, lying among the mountains and encircled 
by forest, in which red-berrietl elder and the llowering raspberry 
grow, and minks raise their families of young. The edge of the 
lake is thic'kly strewn with fairly large boulders aiul its clear waters 
admit of wati'hing the animal life that clings to the rocks below 
the water line. \Yhile thus watching 1 discovered ./\<:e/^/teniis /.eeofifei\ 
slowly walking over the submerged boulders and glistening like 
silver from the air bubbles contained in its silk}’ covering of hair. 
Sonu‘times the walk (\\tcmded above the surface, but whether above 
or below the bc(!tles were easily alarmed ami made off in short 
nights like or demonstrating their indifference 

to air, ro('k or water. 

TTie numbers in whit'h the}’ occurred were considerable and I 
captured perhaps a dozen in a half hour.
